Most seniors agreed that although this process was a lot of hard work, it 
was worthwhile, as they gained work experience and valuable lessons about the working world. 

The mentorship program has many ups and downs, and it goes the way each student 
makes it. It can get quite stressful, especially at the end when the seniors have to put together 
their senior presentation and then present it in front of three selected teachers. After the 
presentation, the teachers ask the student any questions they have about the presentation, and 
the student is required to answer as many as he or she can. 

Good luck to future seniors, and here's a little advice: just get it done, don't mess 
around with it too long or you'll regret it in the end.
